EUROPEAN AOaRESSION TO STOP.

Wa8«notok, Jan. 1.-— A lil^h itatft 
of pabllo feeling in Japan over the 
complioationa of the far east centering 
in China is shown by the last press ad- 
Tioes received here from Japan. That 
tha government itielf has an aifft to 
the gravity of the question is shown by 
a statement of the prime miuitt^ made 
in the coorM of a reply to • dtlefeation. 
He said: 

"With affairs tending to dangerous 
developments as is now the case in the 
east we shall not hesitate to ask the 
diet for 80,000.000 yen or even 40,000,- 
000 yen if necessary. " This was only a 
short time before the premier was 
forced to resign becaose of the pablio 
feeling that the cabinet was too weak 
to deal with the dece nt of the Euro- 
pean powers npou China and the prob- 
iiblo dismembcirment of tike latter 
country. 

The Jijl Staimpo, the most influential 
paper in Japan, contains a scathing ar- 
raignment of Germany's coarse, de- 
claring the nocui)ation of Kiao-C!hau, 
shows tliat tht' hiwn and tenents of in- 
tcnuiticiiiul lUDriihty have ceased to be 
an} tiling more than apeoioos pretence 
by Enropoan powers, and that the rale 
by which their ctmdnct is really regu- 
lated is "the flesh of the weak is the 
food of the stroiiu'." After declaring 
that Girniaiij- has thrown- otT the mask 
and has taken the load of western pow- 
ers in a greedy straggle to devour 
China, the paper adds w to the attitude 
of Japan : 

"The conflagration is on the other 
side of the river, but the river is a nar- 
row one and the sparks may easily tiy 
across. The lesson for .Japan is that 
the country's security depends solely 
upon its strength to resist aggression, 

»and that aggression has oome almost to 
her own g^tes. It will not snfRoe that 
she shoold be merely on the defensive. 
To preserve what one has already, it is 
sometimes necessary to add niore. A 
crisis in the Orient now confronts Ja- 
pan, and her undivided strength must 
be devoted to goatding against the 
perils that menace her." 

The Nichi Niohi Shimbnn takes a 
similar view, declaring that it is part of 
the plan of encroachment of European 
nations upon the east. It adds: "Ja- 
pan, that has the greatest interest at 
stake in these things, and the Japanese 
f ofeign offloe shonld loa* no time in ob- 
taining from Germany » olear expose of 
her purpose." 

The Kokumini Shimbnn says that 
Germany's action is a sequel to the 
three powers (Bnssia, Germany and 
France; interference with Japan's hold- 
ing Port ArthuTi after having taken 
that fortress and that as those powers 
are again in collusion' Japan must 
diligently prepare herself for emer- 
gency. 

The Nippon says the crisis calls for 
a resolute foreign policy by Japan, and 
avers that nothing tends to impair 
amity more than tame snbmission to in- 
sult and wrong. The course of Uer- 
iimny is arraigned as a flagrant viola- 
tioii of international law. 
L 'I'he C'huo .Sliinbun declares that the 
fuue for the partition of the Chinese 
empire has arrived and adds : "What 
shall Japan do'i* Shall she join in the 
scramble for pieces of the doomed 
state, or shall slie oiiposo its partition? 
In such a crisis— the like of which has 
not o<;curred since the restoration- the 
portfolio of foreign affairs is in the 
hands of a man in whom the nation has 
no confidence." 

The Tokio Shimpo takes the radical 
I)08ition that it is Japan's duty to suc- 
cor (^hina at this juncture, on the 
ground that the boasted civilization 
and Christianity of the western 'world 
is slowly trumpUngdown right and jus- 
tice in its descent upon the Orient. 

Anide from the excited disoassion of 
the problem in China, the Japam se 
press is mainly conn-riit'd in the coun- 
try's extensive naval and military de- 
velopment. The cxpendi tores on "arm- 
ament expansion" this year will be 80.- 
646,721 yen and next year 68.200,000 
yon. 

Brilliant fleld inani'uvors h.ave been 
executed by the two army corps of the 
north and the south in the presence of 
>4)mauy foreign diplonmts and military 
experts. 

The battleship Yashima has just ar* 
rived from the English shipyards. She 
second of the big'bittU^ahips add- 
Japan's new uavy.vthe lirsi being 
'^viji. They are sistet ships of 12,- 
617 tons displacement, et^h of 20 knots 
speed and an armament and general ap- 
psArance much like the United States 
battleship Indiana. The Yashima is the 
largest warship that <<ver passed the 
Suez canal and it was f^nnd necessary 
to unship the heavy guqe and take off 
bome of the outer armqr to get her 
through the oituU.

L'nderKtand One Another. 

Sax Franoisco, Jan. 1.— Captain S. 
Sakurai, assistant chief naval oonstmo- 
tor of the Japanese government, who is 
now in this city snperintending the 
building of the cruiser Chitose at the 
Union iron works, has made a state- 
ment (Doncemlng the feeling of the na- 
val and military officers of Japan over 
the late actions of Germany oud Rus- 
sia with regard tp the ocoopatlOD of 
Chinese ports. Ho said : 

"While, of conree. I can say nothing 
on this subject officially, 1 am very well 
acquainted with the ideas of my broth- 
er officers and of the great mass of the 
middle and upper cksses' of my coun- 
trymen. We believe we are being 
treated shamefully and th.it tome of 
the European nations, Russia particu- 
larly, are using «■ aa if . we ware ohil- 
dren. 

"When flushed with victory and in a 
position to cany our anus still further 
into the territory of China and to de- 
mand by rea.son of our snoross any con- 
cessions we desired to ask for. it was 
Russia that stepped in and on the plea 
of peace and the welfare of all Europe, 
catised us to modify our detHands and 
to be content with barren honors. And 
now Rusda, taking advantage of the 
opening that our own soldiers have 
made possible, soeks for herself wliat 
she begged us not to take. 

"I believe that a coalitipn between 
Great Britain and Japan in the present 
crisis is not only pcMsible but highly 
probable. Our st<aniUng army has lately 
been increased by two divisions, bring- 
ing it to considerably over 300,000 men 
and we are now building and getting 
re.-idy for sea with all possible dispatch 
16 w&rshipi and t4 torpedo andguu- 
boata. 

"These, added to our ahready formid- 
able and seasoned navy, form a fleet 
that may well he a disturbing element 
in the present plans of Bussia and Ger- 
many. 

' ':"It will not take very much more 
manipulation on the part of these two 
nations to arouse a resentment in Japan 
that will find its voice in something 
more than words." 

F^M'S toOMt Missioii. 

IjOndon, Jan. 1.— A special dispatch 
from Paris says that M. Roume, head 
of l-'ri'nch coldnial ofllce, starts on a 
Secret mission to China on Sunday in 
connection with the crisis in the far 
east.

Ket West, Fla., Jan. 1.— Details 
have been received from Spanish 
sources of a conspiracy against Spanish 
rale said to have been discovered in the 
province of Pinar .del Rio. It is now 
stated that 1,500 men employed in the 
fields of Clay, Brock & Company, to- 
bacco growers, and who had been dis- 
armed, conspired to join the insurgiButs. 
Their leaders have been imprisoned in 
Morro castle. 

Christmas night there were riots sim- 
ilar to those which ooouned h% Havlma, 
Matanzas and other towns. The dem- 
onstrations were intended as a protest 
against autonomy. At Matanzas crowds 
cheered for the United States, President 
McKinley and annexation. 

A mi^jorlty of the conservative majors 
have been removed from towns in the 
interior. They represent 75 per cent of 
the taxpayers. 

A letter from an important insurgent 
chief says that about 160.000 insurgenu 
and reooncentradoa have died in west* 
em Cuba up to Santa Clara. He also 
expresses regret at the suffering en- 
dured by the insurgents in the flcdd. 
Dr. DelfMi calls attention in The Dietrio 
de La Marina to the necessity of send- 
ing about 60 physicians Into the interior 
of the island provided with medicine 
i chests and vaccine. This step, he says, 
is to save from certain death innumer- 
I able human beings who are dying of 
I hunger and neglect. Dr. Delfln adds 
I that over 600,000 persons, mostly chil- 
I dren and women, have died of famine 
in the fields. It is not advisable, the 
t^panish say, to entrust the distribution 
of food and money to the reconoentta' 
dos. 

Besides the pangs of famine, the re- 
ooncentradoa are Hufiering fro.u small- 
pox, dysentery, cholera, etc.. which 
threatens extermination. Therefore 
Dr. Delfin saj's it is necessary to send 
medicines with the food and physi- 
cians. 

It is reported that an important en- 
gagement occurred last Monday in the 
Mnlata mountains, province rif Pinar 
del Rio, and that large nuinbi rs with 
killed on both sides. One prtunineut 
insurgent was captured and brought to 
Havana, where ho is imprisoned lucom- 
inimicado.

MADE A VALUABLE HAUL. 

Mailbox Bobber* Have Deen Operating In 
OloTolnnd on • Lnrgo Sonlo. 

'OLKyKLi.HD, Jan. 1.— Mailbox robbers 
have been operating in Cleveland on a 

large scale. It was reported yesterday 
that checks and drafts aggregating 
about $o0,000 were stolen from the mail 
boxes on Water street on the 16th inst. 
These checks were mailed by wholesale 
houses, and the thieves apptMur to have 
got them alL 

Among the firms whose checks and 
drafts were taken are the following : 
IBabcock, Hurd & Company, wholesale 
grocers; the Lockwood Taylor com- 
pany, hardware; the Benton Myers 
company, drugs ; William Edwards & 
Company, grocers ; the William Bing- 
ham company, hardware, and J. Krani-s 
& Sons, confectionerv. About 20 other 
firms deposited checxs in the mailbox 
that was robbed. A postoffloe inspector 
has been at work on tlie ease for sev- 
eral days mA it is pretty definitely set- 
tled, it is said, that Richard O. Davis, 
who is under arrest in New York for 
robbing the mailboxes, did the job 
here. _ 

CAN GERMANY DO IT? 

A Toung Man omeota to Being; Drain; od 
U»ok to tierinany. 

Indianapolis, Jan. 1.— Emperor Wil- 
liam may have to send to this country 
to arrest Carl Fahnley, nephew of the 
wealthy millionaire, Frederick Fahnley 
merchant and banker of this city. 
Yonng Fahnley came here six years 
ago, wlien ho was H years old, and is 
being educated under his uncle's 
guardianship. He has just received 
word from his mother in Uormany that 
unless he returns at once to serve his 
time in the German army she will have 
to pay 600 marks a year as a hue and 
officers may be sent for him. 

Toun( Fahnley. went to the court to 



take out naturalization papers, but 
found he could not until he becomes of 
age. The court further informed him 
that Emperor William could send the 
requisition papers and take him back to 
the Fatherland. Fahnley declares he 
will not return and will lay the matter 
before the president. . 

Dt8A8TWClUS SNOWSTORM. 

▼iiSl Aisraat of Dnmage Done la Ti t M 
but and Alleghonjr. 

Pirhnraoi Jan. l.— Pittsburg aad 

Allegheny experienced the most disas- 
trous snowstorm, in point of dimage to 
wires, buildings, traction lines, etc., in 
their history. The loss to the Bell Tel- 
ephone company in the two cities alone 
will reach, it is estimated, an aggregate 
of 186,000. The prostration of their 
wires in Indiana, Jefferaon and West- 
moreland counties, where the business 
is practically at a standstill, will ran 
the total up to $126,000. It will be 
weeks before perfect communication 
will be restored. 

In this dty the mMH police and lire 
alarm wire systems iu^ utterly useless. 
It is impossible to communicate with 
the police in many parts of the city, 
and for the next three or four days 
Pittsburg will have to return to the 
olden time plan and in case of fire or 
other disaster arrangements have been 
made to ring the school bells and blow 
mill whistles to spread the alarrn. 

The traction companies wre tied up 
almost completely for a (,'()0(1 part of 
the day, the Duquesne branch of the 
Consolidated company being entirtdy 
abandond after about 11 a. m. on ac- 
count of the great number of telephone 
and telegraph poles, which were broken 
along Forbes street. That street, for 
nearly two miles, was a mass of broken 
poles and prostrate wires. A large 
force of men are at work endeavoring 
to dean the street for traffic. The loss 
to the traction companies is estimated 
at i8l.".,0()0. 

A large number of accidents are re- 
ported and many horses were kilUnl by 
coming in contact with live wires, but 
fortunately no human fatalities oc- 
curred. Nathan S. Eddy, assistant 
weather observer, however, may die 
from the efTects of injtiries received 
while taking the temperature and 
snowfall on top of the government 
building. He fell from tlio weather 
gauge building to a roof 10 feet below 
and from there to another, lower down. 
His collarbone was broken and his 
skull fractured. The physidanB iay 
his case is very serious. 

Among others injured were; 

Lee Campbell, a colored driver. The 
horse he was driving was instantly 
killed and Campbell was badly shocked. 
His condition is critleaL 

Joseph Daley, a telephone lineman, 
was shocked to insensibility and badly 
burned by a live wire eoiUng about his 
body ; he may die. 

John (iill, telephone lineman, was 
hurled 60 feet through a network of 
electric Ught wirea and severely in- 
jured. 

A number of others sustained slight 
injuries. 

The loss to the two cities can not be 
estimated at present, but it will reacli 
away up into the thousands. More than 
1,200 men and 875 teams are hard at 
work cleaning the streets. 

Many of the telegraph wires east and 
west are down as a result of the heavy 
fall of snow. The reports show that 
the wires as far east as Altoona, on the 
Pennsylvania railroad, have suooumed 
to the weight of the snow and ice com- 
bined, and between some points not a 
single wire WM left on the poles. 

OVIR A MiLLIQtT A MONTH. 
Receipts and Expondlturei of the Gov- 
ernment For Deoomber. 

Washinqtok, Jan.. 1.— The prelim- 
inary figures of the government receipts 
and expenditures issued yesterday show 
that the total receipts for the month of 
December amounted to 159,646,098, and 
tho expendituriM, $JT,0!)5,000 which 
leaves a surplus for tho mouth of i^i,- 
651,698. These figures, however, in- 
clude the receipts and payments on ac- 
count of the Union Pacific transfer. In- 
dependent of the Union Pacific account 
the surplus this month is $1,886,494. 

For the six months of the present fls- 
oal year, exclusive of the Union Padflc 
payments, there is a deficit of 144,866. 
000. but including the Pacific payments 
there is a surplus of f96,484. The re- 
ceipts from customs this month amount 
to $11,660,788, against $9,080,886 for 
December, 1896. The gain over last 
month is $1,880,768. The December re- 
ceipts from interval revenue amounted 
to $14,843,928 as compared with $18.- 
104,838 for December, 1896. The gain 
in the internal revenue receipts over 
last month it $819,970. 

Lancaster, O., Jan. 1.— A "flre- 
pruof" safe in the paper and paint shop 
of Mr. Charles A. Scovel caught fire 
lost night presumably from too close 
proximity to a hot stove, the wooden 
lining of the safe igniting first. The 
fire was discovered at 2 :80 this morn- 
ing by a neighbor who gave the alsrm.

OoMpwrlsoas Made With Ottaor Tsan. 
Half a MiUlon More Men Employed 
Mow Than Were n Year A^o Iron In- 
dnatrx Improved — R. <<. Dun A Csiail* 
pany's Weekly Review of Trade. 

New York, Jan. l.-A. Q. Dun A 
Company's weekly review of trade says : 

Failures for the year which closed last 
night have been smaller than in any 
other year since 1809, in number smaller 
than in any year except in 1895, and in 
average liabilities per failure smaller 
than in any other year during the last 
38, except four. The aggregate of all 
failures, commercial and banking, was 
$180,000,000, ofwhich $96,800,000 was 
in banking. In 13,860 co;nmercial fail- 
ures the amount of liabilities was $164,- 
800,000, of which $69,000,000 was in 
manufacturing and $73,700,000 in trad- 
ing, with $12,100,000 in brokerage and 
other commercial lines. The average 
of liabiUties per failure was only $11,- 
580, and in 1.S92 only $11, 02.t but only 
three years in the past 26 were rivals, 
1888, with $11,606: 1886, with $11,661, 
and 1885 with $11,07S. 

A new year opens with conditions 
radically ditTerent from those which 
prevailed a year ago. Great financial 
distrust existed then, but haa passed 
away. After a whole year of entire 
freedom from disturbance or alarm. In 
which the country has paid heavy for- 
eign indebtedness, taken and paid 
many millions for stocks sent from 
abroad, and accumulated credits against 
other countries represented by mer- 
chandise, balances more than $330,000,- 
000 in its favor for the past five months, 
with deferred exchanges for more than 
120,000,000 held by New York bonks 
alone, wliilo the great industries have 
been pushing their way into foreign 
markets with unprecedented success, 
the monetary situation is no longer a 
matter of anxiety. More than hidf a 
million men in a few states, according 
to official reports, are employed now 
who were idli; a year ago, and the gen- 
eral advance in wages for those em- 
ployed has gone far to restore the rates 
prevailing before the panic. The vol- 
ume of business through clearing 
houses for the week, 14.9 per cent 
larger than in 1893, has for the month 
been 0.:i per cent larger than in that 
year, and in many industries and 
branches of business the latter months 
of this year have surpassed all records. 

The iron indtutry has been greatly 
encouraged by increased demand dur* 
ing tho past few weeks and while the 
slight improvement in pig iron at Pitts- 
burg has been maintained, notwith- 
standing the greatest output ever 
known, the new contracts for finished 
products have been unusual for the sea- 
son. They include 80,000 tons steel 
rails to one eastern mill, 19,000 tons 
structural work for improvement at 
New York, alone with large operations 
at Chicugo and other cities and greatly 
increased demand for manufacturing 
materials generally and especially for 
sheets. 

Yinor metals have been rather weak. 

with tin at 13.6 cents and copper at 
10.87, in spite of larp:e exports, wlnlo 
lead is quoted at 3.7i 1-2 ci nt.s, and 
spelter at 8.85. The lest Kessenier full 
weight tin plates are selling at $3.05, 
against $4.10 for foreign. No change 
in prices of coke appears, though the 
shipments were the largest for any 
week this year. 

The cotton industry is halted by tho 
(inestion of wages, although a general 
reduction now sems possible. The man- 
ufacturers have been buying largely of 
material for worsted goods and thelz 
purchases havo stimulated buying by 
wool manufacturers so that the WOOl 
markets are stronger, though witlttitt 
chantri's in (^uotatious. 

.\ft rthe great excitement at Ohi$a* 
Ko wheat still goes out of the oiouitliy 
as largely as before, Atbmtio ports 11,- 
660,788 bushels, flour included, against 
1,643,640 last year, and from Pacific 
ports 1 ,712, (>,'•") bushels. In four weeks 
the Atlantic exports, flour included, 
have been ir>,()fj(),U47 bushels, against 8,- 
500,161 last year. Heavy western re- 
ceipts are only reflecting temporary 
conditionB in the Chicago market. But' 
extraordinary exports of com. 14,404,- 
905 bushels, atrainst 90,414,85,") bushels 
in the four weeks last year, shows how 
sorely foreign markets are pushed by 
the increasing demand for breadstuffs. 
Wheat has declined flve-eighths of a 
cent with the Chicago market and com 
has meanwhile advanced three-fourths 
of a cent.

Failures for the week have been 896 
in the United .^-^tatcs, against 439 last 
year, and 21 in Canada, against 89 last 
year.

Mattbews' BesolDtion Definiog Coin To Be 
IitrNieed kj tie Celenle 
Seiater. 



WAtmicaTOif, D. O., Dee. 30.— Tbe re- 
convening ot CongresH on January .'5th is 
anticipated with great apprehension by 
tbe Repablicana. The attitode of tbe ad- 
miiiief ration in rcRard to the ciirrenry 
queatiuu as laid down by the Secretary of 
the Treaaory in bis bill to farther con- 
tract the currency, and to forever commit 
this country to the single gold standard, 
plainly throatens the speedy diamption 
of the Bepnblican party. 

Thecradal test of party loyalty or fealty 
to an administration which propoeea to 
violate one of the cardinal principlea— tbe 
bimetallic plank— in the 8t. Lonia plat- 
form, will come in the form of a joint reso- 
lution to be introduced by iSeuator Tel- 
ler, of Colorado. It ia no leaa Important 
than what is best known as tho old Htan- 
ley Matthews resolution, whirh declares 
the policy ot the United States Rovern- 
ment to be to pay its debts in gold or sil- 
ver at the option of tbe government 

Tbe effect of this resolution is expected 
to be electrical. It will be immediately 
referred to the Finance Oommittee,and no 
time will l)e lost by tiiat free silver bf)dy 
in reporting it back to the Senate. Then 
will come the final ahowing of banda by 
the bimetallic iSenators and the parting 
of the ways. The coup d' etat will foice 
Wolcott, Shoup, Hanabrongb, Clark, 
Wilson, Carter and Warren to stand by 
the administration for the perpetuation 
of the siiiKle gold standard, or to break 
with it for good and all, and hold on to 
their conatituenciea who pledged them to 
the cause of bimetelliam witbont com- 
promise. 

Senator Teller baa the Finanen Com- 
mittee so fixed as to report the Matthews 
reaolution immediately back to the Sun- 
ftte. In view of the temper of tbe Sena- 
ton above named in respi ct to the Sen- 
ate itself, there is no question as to the 
result of this resolution. Tbe poisoned 
chalice of the Gage currency prescrip- 
tion, which he thought to be so cunning- 
ly brewed for Congress, will be forced to 
the lips of its inventors, and McKinley 
moat ignominiously back down from the 
poiition he has assumed on the currency 

qneatlon, or a Bepublican Senate will 
wreck hia adminiatration.

Wasiilvoton, D. C, December 30.— The 
C'lmmiisioner of Pensions has under con- 
sideration a bill dealgoed to abcdiab pen- 
hIom attorneys and to substitute Gk>vem* 
ment attorneys to ])rogecute claima. 

"The present system is all wrong," said 
Commiaaioner Evana Unlay. "Years ago 
tbe Qovemnent eboold have taken this 
subject in band and dealt directly with 
the pensiopera, and not thTooffb attor- 
neys. . Henatnr Priehard expreaaea tbe | 
sifiiation very forcibly in a recent inter- ' 
view, when he admitted that tlieie was 
conalderable akolI*daggery in tbia pen* 

sion atforut'v iMiaines", and expressed the 
belief that the Government would do bet- 
ter by dealing directly with the veteran, 
and not through attorneys. 

"First of all, under the supervision of 
tho Government the liability to frauds 
would be reduced to a minimum. We 
wonld have direct control of the attor- 
neys, whose business it would be to see 
that all boneat claima were quickly and 
intelligently preeented. If one of theae 
attorneys failed to do his dut.v or was 
found incompetent it would be an easy 
matter to remove him." 

Mr. Evans attributes the diflference in 
the amounts paid different individuals for 
the same canaea, to "aharp and unprin- 
cipled attorneys and incompetent medi- 
cal e.xaminers." This he declares to be 
the secret of many of the cases of fraud, 
and it waa impoaaible under the law, to 
correct it "There are cases," he aaid, 
"where the old soldier is illiterate, and a 
shrewd attorney prepares almost any 
kind of an affidavit be wanta and directs 
tbe soldier to sitjn it. He docs it, many 
times, unconscious of what it contains. 
These are only a few of the illnatrationa 
of the sharp practices the dep.irtment 
unearths ever day. To have the system 
entirely under Government control 
would break up such things and redound 
to the good of tho Government and tbe 
advantages of tlic nuldier."

8TAW8 AND ST RIPES HA ULED DOWN. 
fti^|4*Banded Proeeadlngt on the Part et 
the MexICM Owvenmeae. 

Sav Dnao, Oil.. Jm. 1.— The gt«Am> 
er Albion has Jnst tl|iT«d from % 
month's craise down fhe oout and hw 
passenKera toll of a rather hiKh-liandcd 
proceeding at Clippertoa island on the 
part of the Mexican gunboat Demo- 
crata, being no lees than the hauling 
down of the iCaii ud stripM \tj aa 
armed focoe landed for the ptirpoee and 
in spite of the protests of the men there 
employed, and the raisinp of tho Mex- 
ican flag. The story told is as follows : 

"Our tnp down the coast as far as 
Flanto Domingo was void of anv imrtic- 
nlar incident," said Roscoo iloward. 
one of the passengers. "On our return 
we took on a sailor at Acapuk o, and 
from him I learned that he had been 
bronght to that port by tho Mexican 
gnnboat Democrata from Clipperton 
island. He, with two other mon, hnd 
been employed by a guanoto to take 
charge of about 4,000 tons of guano 
that was stored in tho warehouse on the 
island, and when they wir(; landed 
there some nine months apo tliey hoist- 
ed the American flag anil notified tho 
secretary of the stuti! of their artion. 
On Deo. 14 the Democrata drupptd an- 
chor a short distance from tlio island 
and sent a boat's crew of marines to tho 
island, but on attempting to land the 
boat was demolished uirainst a coral 
reef and sailcred considerable damage. 
Finally the marines were landed, and 
after an otlicial ceremony the stars and 
(itripcs were liauled down from the flag- 
polo that had beon erected by the Amer- 
i(;ans a' id in its place the Meaioan flair 
was hoisted. 

"Having taken formal possPB.sion of 
the i.sland, the marines withdrew and 
notified tho nu n who remained on tho 
island not to allow uny one to take 
away the guano under pentilty of vio- 
lating the Mexican laws. The island i.s 
abiitu KtiO miles off the Mexican coast, 
aliiKist duo west of Acapuk'o. and is 
known as an atoll or coral reef. It is 
about four miles in circumference with 
a largo sized stake in the center. Two 
palm trees constitute the sole vegetation 
on tlie islaml, which is made the home 
of nnlhons of sea fowl. Thousands of 
tons (,l the richest guano is to be found 
on tlie island and r( presents its solo 
worth, apart from the vahie of the 
coral. Wlien tlie marines laiub'd lo 
take po.^s(•ssion of the island in behalf 
of Mexico they wero fully armed and 
prepared to do battle with w)ui(«TWr«* 
sistauce might be offered." 

To Stop the Waste of Natural Oaa. 

IxDi.^NAPOi.is, Jan. 1.— Tho state of 
Indiana, by the attorney general and 
tho attorneys of counsel, in a lon,\' brief 
laid before tho eapreme court yester- 
day, its arpument iii support of the ap- 
plication of the state for an injunction 
to stop the wa.'ite of natural gas. The 
brii f is in the suit of the state of In- 
diana against tho Ohio Oil company, 
asking that that company be enjoined 
from wasting gas. It is tho first case of 
the kind ever bronght in Indiana. The 
lower court held that ah injiuiotion 
would nut lie. 

PARADES BY ARMED MEN. 

They Will Be Prohibited Hereafter in tho 
•taU of Illinois. 

SpRiNorntLD, nig., Jan. 1.— The law 
passed at the last session of tho legisla- 
ture prohibiting parading with arms 
and ammunition by all the iudopeudout 
military Kocieti* s and organizations in 
this state will, in accordance with an 
order issued by Adjutant General 
Keese, be vigoronsly enforced after to- 
day. The law affeota the Ancient Or- 
der of Hibernians and other Irish socie- 
ties, the Polieh Friendly society and 
several other organizations. 

Under a strict construction of the 
law even members of semi-secret soci- 
eties, inoh as Knights Templars and the 
Uniform Rank of the Knights of Pyth- 
ias, can not parade at a funeral with 
side arms. In addition, organizations 
are also prohibited from wearing uni- 
forms that in any way rcHemble those 
of state or federal troops. Under tho 
law the governor is absolutely shorn of 
power to grant even temporary permis- 
sion for exemption from its provisious.
